.a statement issued here, as a drug, 
the claims for which as a cure have 
not been proved Tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients and others are advised by the 
association not to place false hope* 
in the “many highly exaggerated 
statements regarding sanocrysin that 
have been made by various people," 

Dr. 14nsly R. Williams, managing 
director, speaking for the association, 
stated that for the first time It Is 
;»ow possible to review the claims for 
ranocryaln. since Professor Moll- 
gaard's book on this subject has 
Just arrived in the United State*. l>r. 
Williams bases his statements on a 
study of this book. 

AN OLD DRUG 

“The drug la an old one," say* 
Dr. Williams, "a combination of gold 
and sulphur salt*, technically known 
as gold-sodium-thio-sulphate. Pro¬ 
fessor Mollgaard used it on animals 
that had tuberculosis and found it 
was an extremely dangerous drug, 
which produced fatal results In many 
cases. In ordinary doer*, however, it 
is not dangerous to those who have 
no tuberculosis. 

‘'Because of the nature'of sanocry¬ 
sin and its method of use, the regu¬ 
lations of the United Btates Public 
Health Service require that a license 
be Issued before the drug can be 
used in Interstate commerce. A study 
of the claims of Professor Mollgaard 
with reference to sanocrysin in now 
being made by the Hygienic labor¬ 
atory of the United State* Public 
Health Service under the direction 
«f the Assistant Burgeon-General. 
Dr. O. W. McCoy. 

FURTHER EXPERIMENTS 

"At the request of the medical re¬ 
search committee of the National 
Tuberculosis Association similar ex¬ 
periments are now being conducted 
by three other scientists on calves. 
If after the animal experiments are 
completed sufficient evidence t* se¬ 
cured to warrant’ the use of sanocry¬ 
sin upon human beings suffering from 
tuberculosis.' study of the possibil¬ 
ity of such treatment will then be 
made under the supervision of one ©f 
the Danish physicians who has had 
experience in the use of th** drug. 

"In view of the serious danger In¬ 
volved in the use of sanocrysin and 
in view of the extended study now 
being made, patients affected with 
tuberculosis are cautioned not to be 
unduly optimistic In regard to this
